Supreme court today reversed it- 
self and agreed to hear an appeal 
by six attorneys who got contempt 
sentences for their conduct during 
the New York trial of the eleven 
top Communist party leaders. 


The six were counsel for the Red 


leaders at the trial before U. S. 
District Judge Harold Medina. 
Judge Medina gave them sen- 
tences ranging from one to six 
months. 


The Supreme court first denied 


at attorneys a hearing last June. 
They then petitioned the court 
to reconsider the denial, and give 
them a hearing. This request was 
granted today and a date wilKbe 
set later for the hearing. 


Justice Jackson last June grant- 


ed the attorneys a stay of the 
prison sentences pending the su- 
preme court's final action in their 
case. At the time the court first 
denied the lawyers a hearing, the 
tribunal's order noted that Jus- 
tices Black and Douglas favored 
granting a review. 


The court's order today granted 


a hearing noted that

U. S. Explodes 
6Raby' A-Bomb 
In Desert Test 
Blast Lacks Punch 
Of Predecessors; 
Las Vegas Quiet 


LAS VEGAS—(AP)—The 


Atomic Energy Commission 
announced that it set off a 
nuclear explosion at its Yucca 
flat test site shortly after 8 
a. m. (CST) today. It was not 
visible, nor was it felt, in Las 
Vegas, 75 miles away. 


The explosion came just as 


a bright sun was rising over 
the mountains to the east, 
and this may have had some- 
thing to do with the inability 
of observers to see a flash to 
the northwest. 


It was the sixth atomic blast in 


Navada. Five others were set off 
at the AEC proving ground near 
here last winter, all before dawn. 
All were brilliantly visible for 
hundreds of miles. 


Made From Tower 


An AEC spokesman confirmed 


that the shot was made from the 
top of a 100-foot 
sleel 
tower, 


similar to the structures used in 
the original A-bomb blast at Ala- 
magordo, N. M.. in 1945 and also 
later at Eniwetok. 


The absence of any flash would 


seem to confirm speculation that 
the AEC has developed a smaller 
nuclear weapon. Speculation on 
such weapons has included artil- 
lery-type shells and guided mis- 
siles with atomic warheads. 
, 
ever, was a station- 


ary or fixed-point detonation and 
would indicate that the 
atomic 


scientists have 
developed what 


might be termed a baby A-bomb. 


A press observer 
at 
Cactus 


Springs, about 35 air milea from 
the test site, said that a brief 
flash was barely noticeable in 
the bright early morning sun- 
light. 


But to the small clumps of ob- 


servers on Las Vegas street cor- 
ners there was not even a flicker 
on the sunsit trees. 


No Troops Involved 


As far as is known no troops 


were involved in the detonation 
today. Approximately 5,000 troops, 
including a 
1,000-man combat 


team, are at Camp Desert Rock, 
awaiting participation in atomic 
warfare maneuvers. 


Presumably the AEC used to- 


day's explosion for 
further 
re- 


search into radioactivity and per- 
laps its effect on animals and 
structures. It was disclosed last 
week that a number of goats, rats 
and dogs were placed within range 
of the blast, some of them inside 
army vehicles. 


The explosion climaxed weeks 


of preparations. It was the first 
daylight detonation in this atomic

Officially, FCC says 
only: "As soon as we can arrange 
it." That agency, all-powerful in 
the station-licensing field, does not 
want to be pinned down to prom- 
ises |t may not be able to keep.

check-mark by the

February, 1952. It now seems 
pretty certain that the commis- 
sion will act during that month to 
lift the freeze on new TV sta- 
tion grants which has been in 
effect since Oct. 1, 1948. 


The "unfreeze11 will be accom- 


panied by publication of a final 
table of local channel assignments, 
which will settle what your com- 
munity is to get by way of op- 
erating space in the broadcasting 
spectrum. 


A "reasonable period"—SO to 60 


days—will then be allowed for 
the filing of new applications and 
the amendment of applications 
now in hand, in the light of the 
final local assignments. 


Processing April 1 


FCC expects to start processing 


these applications 
by April 1. 


That means some actual grants 
by mid-summer. 


If someone in your town—who 


has the 
$250,000 
to $500,000 


necessary to build a station—ap- 
plies to the FCC and gets a. break 
in his favor on every possible 
factor, you may see your station 
in operation by sometime late 
next year. 


But that will be the exceptional 


case. Largely, it can apply only 
where there is ho contest over 
the channel sought and where the 
applicant has "taken a chance" 
and placed an advance order for 
his transmitter and studio equip- 
ment. 


100 Reported Ready

Taft Needs to Corrall Votes 


of Independents to Win

With the suspense over Senator Taft's 1952 intentions 


now ended, we can safely examine the probabilities evoked 
by his candidacy. 


Some political sages question the wisdom of a declara- 


tion for the presidency nine months before convention. They 
argue that Taft may pass his peak of strength too early and 
find himself spinning downward at voting time; also, that 
he may become too easy a target for those bent on knocking 
him down. 


There is plenty of evidence in campaign history to sup- 


port these doubts. But, being a man of candor, Taft could 
hardly have done otherwise than he did. 


Taft exuded confidence that he can be both nominated 


and elected. As for the former, he unquestionably holds 
a commanding advantage at this moment. He is the favor- 
ite of the regular Republican organization in many key 
states. • All reports indicate he has corraled somewhere be- 
tween 350 and 400 of the 600 delegate votes needed to nomi- 
nate. 
• 
» • 


That advantage is not necessary decisive, however, since 


an avowal of candidacy by General Eisenhower hi the next 
few months would crystallize an opposition of probably 
equal, if not greater strength. But if Taft should go into 
the spring without a declared opponent, he will be hard to 
catch. 
• 
* * 


His election is something else again. That he would con- 


duct a forthright campaign goes without saying. The ques- 
tion is how wide its appeal would be. 


Every politician should study carefully the figures de- 


picting the relative strength of the two major parties and 
the growing body of independents between them. The facts 
cold and unrelenting—are that the Republican party is to- 
day a minority party in the United States. No matter how 
you juggle totids, you cannot escape that conclusion. 


That means /that any Republican who wishes to be 


elected to the presidency must win more than just GOP votes 
—assuming always that he manages to flush the bulk of 
those from their election-day hideaways. He must capture .a 
sizable share of the floating independent vote, and some dis 
sident Democratic votes as well. 


Tafl^ thinks he can do it, too. As proof, he cites his 


smashing 431,000-vote victory in Ohio last year. This, say 
he and his close advisers, gives the lie to the old complaint 
that Taft cannot get votes.» 
»

But observers who Enow the Ohio story urge against 


too gh'b an interpretation of that victory. Ohio was a very 
special case. It was not necessary the United States in 
microcosm. 


For one thing, Taft had incredibly weak opposition. For 


another, the widely heralded entry of Big Labor into the 
lists against him redounded to his advantage. It galvanized 
his steady supporters into unremitting toil. The atmosphere 
of "dictation by labor" aroused the bitter ire not only of 
many regular Democrats but of a good proportion of labor's 
own rank and file. The Taft campaign of 1950 was a gen- 
uine crusade. 
• 
• • 


The results show it. Taft, supposedly the symbol of GOP 


conservatism, won aii eight major industrial areas in his 
state. All told he lost only four counties. • In the face of 
his driving, brilliantly organized campaign, the opposition 
split—with disgruntled Democrats leaving Labor in the sad- 
dle—and then finally crumbled. 


It is extremely doubtful that this pattern ever could be 


precisely repeated. Able organization Taft will have. But 
that is not enough to elect these days. 


If Taft is to gain the White House as he believes he can, 


he plainly will have to offer a program broadly tailored to 
appeal not simply to Republicans -already with him but to 
the multiplying battalions of independents who hold the real 
key. And to do this he will have to convince them that his 
foreign views as well as his domestic policies are as en- 
lightened and far-seeing as the nation's crisis demands.

NEW YORK—The memories of Jesse Jones, entitled "Fifty Bil- 


lion Dollars," add to the evidence that Franklin D Roosevelt was 
a crook in the common understanding of the word. Mr. Jones cor- 
roborates proof, already entered in the record through these dis- 
patches, that the man who gave the Soviet empire the veto over our 
future, was a swindler in the case of the dead-beat 
loans of his son, Elliott, and a common grafter in 
other situations.

debts in his Warm Spnngs, Ga., real estate promotion (his creditor 
waa his mother) and on that condition Roosevelt took the nomina- 
tion- He won and went on to become president.

Jones says Roosevelt said to him "I would like to do something 


for Al Smith. He is broke and has an expensive family." 
Jones 


says he thinks Smith was drawing $50,000 a year as president of 
the Empire State. Jones turned down the proposal for many rea- 
sons but he says Smith's agent told him he was to get $50,000 for 
compiling the necessary information and trying to peddle the build- 
ing even though the deal failed. 


Roosevelt persistd, Mr. Jones says, but he dropped the matter. 
"But I am sure he was displeased and that he never forgave me 


for not doing it. 
We had no direct authority to buy the building 


But he thought I could do it if I wanted to. I probably could have 
but I did not think I should. Governor Smith came to see me two 
or three times during the negotiations and indicated clearly his real 
feeling toward the president—which was that of utter contempt. He 
made it plain that he had gone to the White House only to help 
his friend, Mr. Raskob, get some of his money out of a losing ven- 
ture." 


"In buying: the building from 


Mr. Raskob and Governor Smith, 
the president 
would be doing 


something for the two men who 
had done most to make him presi- 
dent," Mr. Jones writes. 


The purchase of the Rogers es- 


tate, adjoining the Roosevelt bar- 
ony at Hyde Park, was reported 
in these essays before the war 
and, as far as I know, was ig- 
nored by most of our journalism. 
Roosevelt was afraid that Fathei 
Divine, the leader of a Negro cult, 
was about to buy the Rogers 
place and, for all of his pretense 
of abhorrence of "segregation," he 
wanted no Negroes near him.

A reader asks for information 


concerning 
rabbit 
fever,

whether I know of any herb roots 
that will cure it. Before discuss- 
ing this condition I should like 
to warn this reader and others 
against relying on herbs to cure 
anything so serious. 
> 


Rabbit fever (taularemia) is so- 


called because many of the cases 
of the disease have been caught by 
eating or skinning cotton tail rib- 
bits. However, squirrels, wood- 
chucks, cats, dogs, hogs, foxes, 
coyotes, -muskrats, deer, mink,, 
raccoon, snapping turtles, range 
sheep, meadow mice, rats, horned 
owls, chicken hawks, pheasants 
and cat fish have all been respon- 
sible for some cases. 


The first sign of tularemia is 


usually the appearance of a lump 
on or under the skin. This comes 
about one to four days after ex- 
posure to the infected material. 
The lesion is located most fre- 
quently on the hands or arms. 


The lump tends to ulcerate after 


about a week. Enlarged lymph 
glands in the arm pits follow the

time. These enlarged lymph glands 
are tender and painful and may 
become filled with pus. 


Fever rises rapidly, 
usually 


reaching around 104. The victims 
of this condition are often left 
with severe fatigue which may 
take months or years to get over 
if they have not been promptly 
and properly treated. 
SHOULD WEAR GLOVES 


Tularemia is caused by a germ 


and the disease behaves like many 
other germ diseases. The best 
treatment is to avoid infection— 
this means that those who are 
engaged in skinning animals which 
are likely to be infected should 
wear gloves or protect themselves 
in some other way. Rabbit hunt- 
ers beware!

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The Mid-South Championships, 


one of the most important tourna- 
ments of the year, will be in full 
swing: at New Orleans a week 
from today. A combination of 
players from New Orleans and 
Texas who won la*>l >eai'& team 
championship will make a strong 
bid to keep the trophy for another 
year. 


The hand shown today was 


played by Dr. Richard Greene, of 
New Orleans, in last year's team 
event. The hand makes it easy to 
see why his team won the cham- 
pionship. 


When the hand was played first 


in the other room, dummy took 
the opening lead with the ace of 
diamonds, and declarer drew three 
rounds of trumps before begin- 
ning the clubs. East won the first 
club and returned 
a diamond, 


forcing South to ruff. East then 
won the second round of clubs and 
again returned a diamond, leaving 
South with one trump while West 
had two trumps. 


The contract was now hopeless. 


West could ruff the fourth club 
or the second heart, whichever 
declarer tried to lead. West could 
then, lead back his last diamond 
to force out declarer's last trump: 
and then West was sure of a sec- 
ond trump trick. Two trumps and 
two clubs were enough, of course 
to defeat the contract. 


When Dr. Greene played the 


hand, he discarded a heart on 
dummy's ace of diamonds at the 
first trick and then drew only onfe 
round of trumps. As soon as the 
bad trump situation showed up, 
Dr. Greene abandoned the trumps 
in order-to develop the clubs. 


East took the jack of clubs with 


the queen to lead a diamond, and 
South ruffed. East then took the 
king of clubs with the ace to lead 
another diamond and South ruffed 
again. The big difference was that 
dummy still had a trump. 


Declarer next cashed the ten of 


clubs and followed with the nine 
of clubs. Dummy discarded the 
last diamond on this card, and 
West could ruff or discard—as he 
pleased. 


West saw he could not gain by 


ruffing, so he discarded his single- 
ton heart. Dr. Greene then led a 
heart. West had to ruff this time, 
but still could not- defeat the con- 
tract. If he returned a diamond, 
dummy could ruff, and South's 
high trumps would then win the 
rest. If West returned a trump, 
South could draw trumps safely 
and take a top heart. 


The key play, of course, was to 


leave a trump in dummy to stop 
the diamonds eventually.

Jan. 4,1875, and graduated in 1896 
from Rush medical college, Chica- 
go, and settled immediately in 
Savanna. He married Ihe former 
Miss Bess Beaver of Mt. Carroll. 
They have one son, Jesse, a Uni- 
versity 
of Ohio mathematician. 


Dr. Schreiter was elected coroner 
in 190* and served 48 years, being 
reelected 11 times. 


Dr. Schreiter's name will be sub- 


mitted to the house of delegates of 
the American Medical association 
as Illinois' choice for national out- 
standing general practitioner for 
1852. His Illinois title will be for 
the same year.

The 
couple, wearing life jackets, were 
found clinging to the small craft's 
gunwales. After an hour ashore, 
they recovered from- exposure and 
returned to their homes
